DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to communication filed on 07/24/2009. 

2. Applicant's amendments to claims 1-26 are acknowledged. Consequently, claims 1-2, 
8 have been cancelled. Claims 3 - 7, 9 - 26 are currently pending. 

3. Claims 3 - 7, 24 - 26, 9 - 23 are renumbered as 1 - 23 respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 3 - 7, 9 - 26 (original) are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in independent claims 
3,9- 10, 12 - 15, 20, 22, 23, a method, system for clustering a plurality of documents in a 
structure comprised of a plurality of clusters hierarchically organized, comprising the teaching 
of: creating a hierarchy which start with a single node, then successively splits that node until a 
hierarchy is formed that accommodates all of the (document, word) fragments, taken with the 
other limitations of the claims, were not disclosed by, would not have been obvious over, nor 
otherwise fairly disclosed by the prior art of record. 

6. The dependent claims, being further limiting, definite and fully enabled by the 
Specification, are also allowed.
